METHODISTS CELEBRATE. 
Last Sunday the members of the 


Beckman Memorial M. S. Church cel- 
ebrated two important epochs in the 
history of the congregation—the ad- 
vent of Methodism in the County Beat 
70 years ago and the erection of the 
handsome new edifice on South Main 
street six years ago.

Mc- 
Klnley and the generous gifts of 
Mrs. Settle Hewes and the late James 
Beekman and others, sufficient money 
was raised to build the $18,000 new 
church. 


MINISTERS DISCOURAGED: 
Perhaps the most striking things in 


connection with the installation of 
Rev. Bin ion Sipple, Thursday, as the 
pastor of Salem Reformed Church, 
was the charge to the congregation de- 
livered by the Rev. Scott R. Wagner, 
of Riegelsville. 
He first said it is the duty of mem- 


bers to attend church, to worship God 
and not criticize the other worshippers 
or the pastor. "Have confidence in 
your pastor socialy, morally and spir- 
itually. Treat him a*, a rran and do 
not expect him to worship and read 
the Bible for you. Do that yourself. 
More than that not expect the pastor's 
wife to lead all the church meetings 
and societies. Her place is as mistress 
of the pastor's home." 


And then came some frank, positive 


remarks which deserve thought. He 
said: 
"If ministers are discouraged it is 


because they haven't been able to live 
on their salaries. 
I come in touch 


with about 40 ministers who were 
studying with me, and I know that 
about 85 per cent, of them are paying 
interest on debts contracted through 
trying to live up to the demand of 
their congregations. It is no wonder 
that men hesitate about entering the 
ministry when they see ahead of 
them only the prospect of paying 
their debts with life insurance and a 
retirement on meagre pension." 


DIPHTHERIA PREVALENT. 
Diphtheria has been prevalent the 
last week or so. WBat has caused the 
outbreak is a mytery, but along that 
line an interesting statement was 
made by Druggist A. R. Atkinson, 
who is the Heatlh Officer of The bor- 
ough. 


"Borne time ago,'' he says, "I was 


talking to the representative of a large 
anti-toxin firm and he told me that 
the firm has found that diphtheria be- 
comes prevalent in towns whenever 
there are extensive excavations. They 
have kept record of cities and towns 
all over the United States and have 
found very stlking evidence of how 
this thing holds good. If you go 
through the' reecords of Doylestown 
you will find that diphtheria was 
quite prevalent here when excavations 
were made for-sewerage system. Sci- 
entists, of course, will not admit it, 
but the records seem to show that it is 
a fact.'' 
Interesting, decidedly so! It is 


more impressive from the fact that 
the members of one family here, in 
which the father and three children 
were stricken, has just before their ill- 
ness been working in fresh earth exca- 
vated in another part of the town and 
hauled to their property. Strange co- 
incidence !

Says Bank Funds Went to "Gang."

Now that the Banker's comuuttee 


has decided that the Allegheny nat'on- 
al bank cannot be saved the question 
of most absorbing interest lo the peo- 
ple is whether history will repeat it- 
self and the real wreckers o/ the bank 
allowed to go free and unpunished as 
in former crimes of this kind. 


The same political freebooters who 


wrecked the Enterprise 
and oilier 


banks holding deposits of public 
money and sent some of their tools and 
dupes to a suicide's grave wrecked the 
Allegheny national. They did it by 
the same methods that brought dis- 
aster to the other institutions which 
went down before it. 


There is no doubt of this In the 


minds of persons who are familiar 
with politics in Pennsylvania and 
who know that the Allegheny na- 
tional as one of the most highly fa- 
vored banks in thedistribullon of pub- 
lic funds. These favors were not giv- 
en to the bank because "Billy" Mont- 
gomery vvas"a good fellow or that the 
bank could furnish any belter security 
than any other. They were given with 
the plain understanding that the re- 
sources of the bank would be at the 
call of the political gang which had the 
farming out of the people's money. 
That the two million or more stolen 


fiom the bank was all taken by Mont- 
gomery for his own proiit no one be- 
lieves. If tlie truth were known it 
would be found that a comparatively 
small amount of the stolen money was 
used by him personally. 
The rest of 


it went to the political gang he served 
and to the further corruption of poli- 
tics in Pennsylvania and in Alle- 
gheny county. 


Whether this rascality can go on 


and no one be called to punishment 
except the tools of the real wreckers as 
in llie past is something the people 
will want to know. They have seen 
enough of the farce of law enforcement 
that sends a couple of petty clerks to 
prison and gives the men who really 
stole the money immunity from pro- 
secution. They will demand a change 
from that practice in this case. 


But whelher-any attention will be 


paid to their demand is doubtful. 
The gasg that looled the Allegheny 
national through fts cashier is still 
powerful in the state and it will re- 
quire more than ordinary effort to 
have the men who are actually re- 
sponsible brought to justice. 


It is to the shame of the state that 
this is true, but the people can expect 
nothing else since with full know- 
ledge of similar crimes in the past 
they have continued not only to tole- 
rate the gang that committed them, 
but to even encourage it to further de- 
predations. 


An earnest effort made now to give 


to every man connected 
with the 


wrecking of the Allegheny national 
his just deserts would help a good deal 
toward the political regeneration of 
the state. But if none but their tools 
is to be prosecuted and punished it 
will simply mean that they will go 
on with their crooked operations.

ROOSEVELT'S ADMINISTRATION. 


The six years of President lioose- 


velt's administration have been event- 
ful years. Probably no man in the 
political world has had such a power- 
ful influence upon public opinion and 
public sentiment. 


His great principle of administra- 


tion has been to enforce the law. When 
his administration first began he was 
asked what action should be token re- 
specting charges against a United 
States Senator.

"Enforce the law, no matter how 
high or how low It may hit; and en- 
force it impartially."

John D. Rockefeller and th-.: other 


Standard Oil magnates could not now, 
with success, carry on In cynical scorn 
of the right ol the people, the outrage- 
ous and oppressive operations which 
have made their trust so powerful. 


Edward H. Harrlman would not 


dare to exploit today another railroad 
property as he did the Chicago and 
Alton. 


Yet Kockeffcller and Harrlman have 


both sneered at the reform policies of 
the Pressident. 
Rockefeller's agents 


placed Standard oil above the govern- 
men >. 


President Roosevelt believes in pub- 


licity. Here he is directly oppossed to 
the Rockefellcr-Barriman type. The 
President holds that the honest corpor- 
ation has nothing to fear from public- 
ity; that there is no reason to spare 
the dishonest corporation. 


The beef trust, tobacco tiust, sugar 


trust, and the coal trust Interposed 
every possible obstacle in the way of 
governmental 
inspection 
of their 


books. But the relentless force of the 
Rooaevelt administration has pushed 
steadily onward in its course of com- 
pelling the corporations to obey the 
law. 


Tbe Roosevelt administration, how- 


ever, is drawing to a close. • Much of 
the great work of reformation in j et 
unfinished. 
Secretary of War Tail, 
has been nominated by the Republi- 
cans for President. He Is President 
Roosevelt's personal choice. 
He is 
pledged to finish the work inaugurated 
by the Roosevelt administration and 
is also pledged to carry on the policies 
adopted by the present administration. 
As the great majority of the people 
stand by Roosevelt BO will they rally 
to tte support of Taft. 


State Treasurer John O. She..lz was 


an alternate delegate to the Republi- 
can National Convention but did not 
have an opportunity to have a voice 
lit the proceedings. Mr. Sheatz, in a 
public interview, laments the fact that 
he was not-a real delegate because he 
was not in sympathy with the Penrose 
ord«rs to vote (or Sherman for vice- 
president .

TARIFF REV1SJONIH 1908-09. 


The Republican National platform, 


adopted at Chicago last week, declares 
In favor of a revision of the tariff at a 
special session of Congress after the 
election in November. 


There Is really nc'hlng sensational 


in the words of Senator Allison, who 
was chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee of thr Senate and the father of 
Congress, which were as follows: 


"The tailff will be revised. Wheth- 


er the Republicans or the Democrats 
will do the revising is likely to be the 
predominating Issue of the campaign. 
I hope that the Republicans will be 
able to meet in special session Imme- 
diately after the November election 
and proceed to that duty." 


Right here, however, it is well to 


soy that the Democrats will not do the 
revising. 
The Senate 
will remain 


Republican, regardless altogether of 
how the el ection on November it goes. 
In the improbable eventof the ejection 
of a Democratic president and House 
of Representatives this year there will 
l» no tariff revision, A tariff bill 
framed by a Democratic House under 
Bryan would receive the same treat- 
ment from 
the Republican Senate 


that the Mills bill got from that 
body in Cleveland's Hist term. It 
would be hung up there, ana a new 
measure would be framed by that 
chamber. That would be the end of 
that Congress. 
The two branches 


would not be able to get together, and 
Mr. Bryan would get no chance to 
sign or velo a turllt' bill. 


It will be noticed that Mr. Allison 


ioins Vice President Fairbanks in urg- 
ing revision Immediately after the 
election this year. This shows that 
revision sentiment Is strong In the K 
publican party, especially throughout 
the Wesl, but the dale which is named 
for revision is Impossible. 


There would not be the 
faintest 


chance to get this work done in the 
short limit between the election am 
March 4. Within the memory of liv- 
ing men no general overhauling of 
the schedules has taken place in such 
a short time us this would allow. 


The LHnglcy tariff of 1807, Uie net 


which is still on the statute book, wits 
signed by the president four and 
third months after the extra session 
began in which It was passed, and in 
pushing the bill through In that time 
Speaker Heed held up all other sorts 
of work, so that Congress could give 
its entire lime to the tariff. 


In tariff revision that speed broke 


all the records of all the days since 
the Republican party was founded. 


But only four months will elapse 


between the election this year and the 
expiration of the present Congress, and 
In these four months the government's 
supply bills and other routine legisla- 
tion will liave to be enacted, and this 
work alone keeps Congress usually 
busy during all the short session.

Ilmlnnry work of revision will be 
done by the committees of each House 
which will be engaged during the re- 
cess in making their inquiry Into the 
workings of tl'e.tariff.
